Outweigh Funds

Irrigation District officials have 
learned thev face debts of 
$14,000 with only $9,350 in the 
bank. 


The difference is a $4,980 


unbudgeted bill from a Chico 
computer service. 


According to Mrs. Evelyn 


Purdy, 
secretary-treasurer-tax 


collector, the EDP firm, Mat- 
son-Ison and Co., researched 
and organized the bonds on 
which the district has been 
paying since before World War 
II. 


Mrs. Purdy said that a full 


discussion of the bill was had 


between the board and audience 
before approval for payment 
was finally given. 


No reason was offered for 


failing to budget for the EDP 
company's bill. 


Besides finding itself in first of 


the month financial trouble, the 
board learned that money was 
now quickly deposited in a bank 
and that last month's receipts 
amounted to $10,441. 


The district was recently 


taken to task by a users 
association for allegedly failing 
to deposit its funds, failing to 
keep an accurate account and 
failing to keep complete books. 


Strike At Red Bluff's 
Vita-Bark Plant 


Pickets took positions last 


night around Vita-Bark, Inc., 
south of Red Bluff. 


According to Lawrence B. 


Richard, president and business 
manager of Millman's Local 
1494 of Chico, his men took up 
the picketing when Vita-Barks 
"final offer" in wages and fringe 
benefits failed to meet union 
standards. 


Richard, who seeks a contract 


equal to Vita-Bark's competitor 
across the road, Commander 
Industries, said Vita-Bark's 


final salary offer was $2.25 for 
laborers. Commander, Richard 
said, pays $3.36. 


He said that other firms with 


which his union contracts pay 
100 per cent of the employe's 
insurance, $38, 13 times a year. 
Vita-Bark's offer, Richard said, 
amounted to $14.75, 13 times a 
year. 


Vita-Bark apparently fought 


the unionization of its employes 
and an election was ordered by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, Richard said.

He said the two GOP senators 


acted "with a complete lack of 
knowledge" when they backed 
the substitute welfare plan 
sponsored by Sen.

and programs since before 
Reagan first ran for public of- 


fice in 1966. 


"I certainly did know what I 


was doing," Marks said. 


Both had voted for the Reagan 


plan when it died on a split voice 
vote in the Senate Health and 
Welfare Committee headed by 
Beilenson. It has six Democrats 
and five Republicans who held 
eight weeks of hearings on 
welfare reform proposals. 


When they voted to approve 


Beilenson's 
compromise 


measure, 
they 
issued 
a 


statement saying it was ' a 
beginning 
toward 
welfare 


reform." 


"It requires a letter from me 


to move and since it is not 
welfare reform it is not going to 
get such a letter, so we are right 
back where we started," 
Reagan said. 


He was asked, "Governor, you 


will not accept this bill?" 


Reagan: "No, I can't."

DEATH TOLL DROPS 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. bat- 


tlefield deaths last week dipped 
to the lowest point since the start 
of the big American 
troop 


buildup in Vietnam in late 1965. 


The U.S. 
Command 
an- 


nounced Thursday 19 Americans 
were killed in action, reflecting 
both the current ebb in fighting 
and the diminishing combat role 
of U.S. ground forces. 


The fatalities were matched 


by 19 American noncombat 
deaths from sickness and ac- 
cidents. 


It was the lowest battle toll 


since the third week of October 
1965, a time when the United 
States was just starting to build 
its forces toward the 1969 peak of 


'••1f a million men.

Leslie Welbotsm, Elsie Strayer, 
and Commander Industries," 
Trimble said. 


"These suits were filed last 


July, after the usual period of 
negotiation had ended. The 
board's directions were carried 
out. The complaints were an- 
swered last December, and 
since January I do not know 
what has transpired. "My first 
notice of any difficulty was 
hearing it upon the radio. I 
understand 
that one of the 


supervisors is going to correct 
the record next Tuesday."

Dear Ann Landers: I am a 17- 


year-old boy with a problem that 
might seem foolish to you but is 
very important to me I can't 
Seem to grow sideburns on the 
left side of my face. All the guys 
in our crowd have great burners 
and here I am looking like some 
kind of a yokei. Several chicks 
have already asked me what's 
the matter that I haven't gone 
along with things. I'm ashamed 
to tell them about my problem. 


Can a doctor do anything to 


help me or will I have to live 
with this for the rest of my life? 


—LOSING BY A HAIR 


Dear Losing: Yours isn't the 


most crucial medical problem 
I've ever heard, but if you can 


afford it, go to a dermatologist 
and find out why no hair grows 
on one side of your face. It's 
probably a temporary problem 
which can be treated. If you 
were born with no hair follicles 
in that area (unlikely) you could 
have hair transplanted to the 
barren place. I'm not recom- 
mending this, however, since it 
would be expensive, time- 
consuming and the results might 
be unsatisfactory. Furthermore,

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It's Still A Good Law 


Our influence on what the United States Supreme Court would 


rule on the two thirds majority required in an election here to 
authorize bonds is remote, and from that standpoint discussion of it 
may seem a bit futile. On the other hand, though, the two-thirds 
requirement looms large in our plans for financing such things as 
much-needed additional schools in Red Bluff and Los Molinos, and 
it is well to know where we stand. 


It is to be expected that many of those most closely concerned 


with completing plans for the schools would look with instant favor 
on any change in the law which would make attainment of the goal 
easier. But that might not be the wise way to go, even if we had our 
choice on the matter. It still seems prudent to maintain the two- 
thirds requirement. 


It is argued in opposition to the two-thirds rule that it violates 


the one man, one vote principle. That, however, is a matter of in- 
terpretation. It obviously is not the same situation as that of having 
large districts with large populations limited to the same 
representation as smaller districts with small population — the 
situation that sparked the one man, one vote pronouncement. And, 
at any rate, it is the practical working of the rule, not the 
theoretical perfection, that should concern us. 


In support of the two-thirds rule, consideration should be given 


to the fact that persons who do not pay property taxes directly are 
less inclined to consider all the alternatives to a costly building 
program. While it is true that over the years tax burdens probably 
fall proportionately on everyone through higher rents and higher 
prices, a person who does not realize he is paying a tax is less likely 
to give as much consideration to the cost of a desirable project than 
is a person who pays the tax directly. 


Clearly, there is nothing magic about the two thirds proportion. 


But it seems a practical one. It results in more thorough con- 
sideration of a project before it can be carried through. On the 
other hand, the odds are not so great that it is impossible for a 
worthwhile project to win out. The rule has its imperfections. As 
was the case in the recent Red Bluff school bond election, it 
facilitates a frustrating last-days defeat of plans made over a 
several-year period. But, conversely, it could prevent a quick 
victory for an ill-conceived proposal. It's still a good law. 


Rather than depend on a relaxation of the two-thirds rule to get 


the school building job done, it would be better to enter into some 
public discussions at once on the possibility of altering plans, try to 
arrive at a concensus, then take another vote. If two thirds vote 
"yes" there will be no doubt of solid public support, and we can go 
ahead confidently.

Colonel's Lobbying Pays Off

WASHINGTON 
— 
The 


military commissary system's 
chief coordinator. Col. Robert 
Hammerle, has been lobbying 
busily for the food brokers who 
sell to commissaries. 


But unlike most military men 


who jump into the industries 
they once benefited, Hammerle 
is lobbying while he remains in 
the Army. 


The enterprising colonel, a 


World War II hero, is Defense 
Secretary 
Mel 
Laird's 


representative 
on the 
In- 


terservice Commissary 
Store 


Coordinating Committee. 


The five-man committee is 


supposed to coordinate the 
purchasing practices of the $2 
billion commissary system, 
which was set up as a low-cost 
market chain for servicemen's 
wives. 


Hammerle has often echoed 


the views of the Defense Supply 
Association, 
the 
powerful 


brokers' lobby, on commissary 
buying. It may have been 
natural, therefore, that he 
should discuss his retirement 
prospects with General Andy 
McNamara, the 
association's 


boss. 


The two men had a heart-to- 


heart talk about May 10, and the 
amiable McNamara offered 
Hammerle a $12,000-a-year 
executive post with the lobbying 
organization. The salary, of 
course, would be added to his 
Army pension. 


UPPING THE ANTE 


Hammerle held out for more 


money, but continued to make 
decisions affecting the brokers' 
lobbv. He didn't even bother to 
notify his boss, Maj. Gen. Leo 
Benade, of the job offer. 


Only 10 days after Hammerle 


received the $12,000 offer, he 
helped to prepare a memo for 
General Benade on a new buying 
plan. Under the plan, the Army 
would base its food purchases on 
surveys of what the housewives 
wanted. Small businesses would 
also be given a better break. It is 
estimated the plan would save 
Army housewives up to $100 
million a year — a savings that 
would be tripled if the plan were 
adopted by all the services. 


But the big brokers, who 


would lose some of their inside 
deals, are naturally opposed to 
the plan. The memo that 
Hammerle helped to prepare 
sides with the big brokers. 


Exactly 11 days after the 


memo was submitted, Ham- 
merle got a better offer from the 
brokers' 
lobby. The pleased 


General McNamara offered 
Hammerle $15,000 a year. The 
colonel, now satisfied, ten- 
tatively accepted the higher 
offer, subject to his expected 
retirement this fall. 


Hammerle acknowledged to 


us the details of his job offer and 
his work on the memo. But he 
denied any conflicts, saying: "I 
criticized the plan long before I 
ever thought of the Defense 
Supply Association. This offer 
had no effect on my position. '

Black Panthers. 


This faction, led by Eldridge 


Cleaver, is promoting guerrilla 
warfare against the police. A 
rival faction, led by Huey 
Newton, is opposed to violence 
against police. 


Most white radical groups, 


according to police intelligence, 
are also backing away from 
violence. 


The militant Black Panthers, 


meanwhile, are reported to be 
gunning for police. More than 50 
lawmen have been murdered 
since the first of the year, 30 in 
February and March alone. 


The militants seek to produce 


hostility between the people and 
the police, according to in- 
telligence reports. This would 
bring the kind of chaos to 
America 
that 
the 
revo- 


lutionaries could exploit. 


The non-violent factions, both 


black and white, seek the same 
ends. But they believe the police 
killings will only solidify public 
support for the police.

tent of the blood, and the age 
of the patient .and compares 
what he. finds with the sever- 
ity of the operation to be per- 
formed. 


All operations, no matter 


how slight, must be consi- 
dered to have some degree of 
risk. Obviously an old person 
with chronic heart or lung 
disease would be considered a 
greater risk than the young 
athlete in the full bloom of 
life.

there is a risk in every one 
of our daily activities, we un- 
derstand that the word risk 
itself must not frighten us 
into disregarding the doctor's1 
advice.

AN OPEN LETTER . . . 


Deanna Carter prepared the following testimony to mail to 150 of her old friends for whom she 
carries a burden. 


f 
December 7,1970 


After I graduated from high school, I more or less rebelled against anything that wasn't 


exactly as I wanted it to be. 
I started taking LSD and thought rny mind was being expanded. I guess it was, but I didn't 
especially like what I was seeing. 


The people I lived with were 'speed freaks' and there was no speed in town so they started 


shooting seconal 'reds.' I never thought I would do something like that, but there I was, having a 
home-made outfit stuck into my veins. 


The place went through some changes and we all split up. I went out to a commune in the 


desert. I met a cat I really dug and we decided to split and hitchhike to Arizona, Colorado and New 
Mexico where there were other communes and his friends. 


It was there in New Mexico in November, 1968, that the guy I was with and I were arrested 


for drugs. My mom bailed me out, the charges were dropped for lack of evidence. 


I decided I was going to "do things right." I went to San Francisco to try to find a job. I 


never did get around to working. I started getting into acid. I was sick, diseased, and ready for a 
change. I went back to Fresno and got a job. I straightened out pretty much. I was still getting 
loaded, but I was maintaining. I had my own place, lots of friends, plenty of connections, a good 
paying job. I could "do my thing" and work this job without any hassle. I was still searching 
although I didn't know I was. I wasn't content but I couldn't see any other way for things to be. 


One night I was out walking. I had lots of things bothering me. I was getting evicted from 


my apartment among other things. I ran into a guy; he was a janitor in an office. He started telling 
me about Jesus Christ. I didn't really care to hear about it. I had gone to Sunday school when I was 
a little kid and God bored me. I had no use for Him. Something was different about this guy. He 
wasn't a dull church kid. He was alive, he had something real burning within him. The more he 
talked, the more scared I got. I could feel power coming from the words he was speaking but I 
didn't understand it. I left as soon as I could get out of there and put the experience out of my mind 


A month or two later I got a call (I had given him my number.) The call was from a girl who 


heard about me from him. She and her husband just came over and visited me and were friendly. 


One Sunday afternoon I was at their house and they were getting ready to go to church that 


night. I heard that they were "Holy Rollers" and I wanted to watch the show — so I asked if I could 
go to church with them. Wow, what a trip. People weren't rolling, but every once in a while 
someone would shout "Praise God" "Hallelujah" or "Thank you, Jesus." 


I was getting a kick out of watching them. Then this woman started speaking. She told of all 


the troubles and dangers in the world today. And how the only safe place was with Jesus. It really 
made sense to me and I could feel something. I didn't know then, but the Holy Spirit wa<: dealing 
with me. 


t fell on my knees and cried my heart out. I felt completely washed clean from all of the 


wrong I had done in my life. I didn't want to get high on drugs any more. I have a joy that only God 
can give and I can love, freely. No more "free love." That's incomplete and unfulfilling. 


I love you. And that's why I'm sending you this. I want to share what he has given me. I know 


now my search is finished. I have found the way!

national priority with the people

Congressional District, it was 
reported by Congressman Bizz 
Johnson. 


Johnson released the results 


of a recent questionnaire he 
received back from constituents 
which listed law and order as the 
highest priority by far. 


Following order are other 


priorities as indicated by the 
Johnson poll: 


The economy, education, 


environment, 
Indochina, 


poverty, population control, 
natural resources, nuclear arms 
control, civil rights, public 
works, transportation. 


Apparently President Nixon is 


still popular with the 2nd 
District 
residents. 
The 


questionnaire showed that 82 per 
cent agreed with the way Nixon 
is handling the Vietnam war, 
and on the question of whether 
he is doing an all round good job, 
40 4 per cent said yes, while 38.9 
per cent said no. 


More than 60 per cent said 


there 
should 
be 
federal 


guidelines with revenue sharing. 
As to whether there should be a 
guaranteed minimum welfare 
income, 43.9 said no, while 37.4 
per cent said yes. 


On the president's proposal to 


consolidate cabinet depart- 
ments, 61.8 per cent favored it, 
16.7 per cent did not, and 66.5 per 
cent said there should be further 
federal reorganization. 


More than half those polled 


said defense spending should be 
reduced, and 81.8 per cent 
favored more cancer research. 
National health insurance was 
favored by 60 per cent, while 
only 40.8 per cent favored an all- 
volunteer army. 


Johnson noted that in spite of 


the vast amounts of federal 
money poured into the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration for financial aid at 
the local level, the crime rate 
nationally and 
in California 


continues to climb at an alar- 
ming rate. 


In 1969, he said, there were
